“Timber means pay checks, to
support all industries; but burn-
ed timber pays no wages,” con-
tinues the circular. “Timber
pays taxes in your county, if it
burns up, your property has to
pay the difference. Help keep
down forest fires and you will
make more money. So will your
children. Care with small fires
is the best way to prevent big
ones.”
